junior  high  school  mathemat- 
ics teacher  and  soccer  coach  at 
Broadmeadows.  Quincy. 

He  likes  both  the  church 
and  teaching. ..but  says  he  is  a 
man  who  knows  his  limita- 
tions. "There  are  things  that  1 
do  well,  and  other  things  1 
don't  do  well.  I'm  not  well 
organized.  I'm  not  an  adminis- 
trator. One  thing  I believe  in  is 
disorganization;  it  gets  me  a 
lot  of  situations  I have  fun  in." 

Rev.  Newell  combined  both 
pastoring  and  teaching  from 
the  very  start.  When  he  was 
pastoring  a little  church  in 
Zelienople.  Pa.,  he  became 
acquainted  with  the  family  of  a 
boy  who  had  damaged  his 
nervous  system  as  the  result 
of  an  accideift  and  could  no 
longer  attend  school. 

"The  school  superintendent 
told  me  he'd  get  a good  home 
teacher  for  the  boy  as  soon  as 
he  could  find  one.  I kept 
pushing  him.  One  day  he 
came  up  to  me  all  smiles.  He 
said  - I've  found  somebody.  I 
asked  who.  And  he  said  - 
you.” 

And  from  then  on.  Rev. 
Newell  got  hooked  on  both 
teaching  and  preaching.  Oh, 
occasionally  he  thought  he 
was  at  a church  to  stay,  "Then 
more  kids  happened  and  I had 
to  get  a job.  1 never  quite 


made  it  full  time." 

Both  Rev.  Newell  and  his 
wife.  Dorothy,  night  city  edi- 
tor at  The  Patriot  Ledger, 
were  born  and  raised  in  Far- 
ringdale,  N.Y.  “All  those 
potato  fields  are  now  known  as 
Levittown,"  he  said. 

He  and  his  wife  raised  five 
boys.  "Bossy  women  have 
boys."  and  Mrs.  Newell  does 
have  something  to  say  about 
his  sermons.  "Dorothy  says 
it’s  a good  sermon  if  I preach 
it.  If  I preach  it  in  10  minutes 
it’s  a better  one.  If  1 preach  it 
in  five  minutes  — that's  the 
best." 

Nazarenes  are  basically 
Methodists,  only  Nazarenes 
have  taken  the  precepts  of 
John  Wesley  on  holiness,  who 
believed:  you  were  saved;  at  a 
later  date  you  are  sanctified. 

"He  (Wesley)  came  as  a 
missionary  to  Georgia.  He  was 
a complete  failure  and  run  out 
of  Georgia  because  he  stirred 
up  the  Indians  and  wouldn't 
marry  the  governor's  daugh- 
ter." 

Methodists  are  very  formal. 
"I'm  very  informal." 

What  does  he  do  to  make  a 
church  grow?  "I  don't  do  any- 
thing, really.  Mostly  it’s  the 
people  who  want  their  church 
to  grow.  What  really  splits  a 
church  is  when  adults  and 
youth  are  separated.  We  have 


Bible  study  groups  — it  might 
be  a geographical  group,  a 
group  of  women  or  men,  who 
meet  for  breakfast  because 
they  have  the  same  kind  of 
time. 

"1  don't  provide  a special 
activity  for  youth.  Everybody 
goes  to  Sunday  School.  1 
wouldn't  force  you  to,  that’s 
just  what  1 would  prefer  you  to
